The Strengtk of Japan. 

The Japanese can now build their own 
cruisers and smaller men of war, and 
before long they will be constructing bat- 
tle ships equal in size, speed and arma- 
ment to anything aroat. Their. navy 
at the present time is the only one, ex- 
cept that of Russia, which has had fuil 
experience of modern conditions of war- 
fare.

The stronger a nation 
kecomes, the most. frequentlydts interes‘s 
conflict with those of other powers, and 
Japan will be in a position to apply 
the lever in a very effective manner when- 
ever she has a dispute with us. 

I am, of course, presuming that it will 
not always ‘be peace and gentigness be- 
tween us and the Japanese, and that 
quarrels wil] occur at some time or an- 
other. The distance from Japan to Aus- 
tralia is not great; a fleet of fast ves- 
sels could accomplish the journey in a 
little over a fortnight. We know the 
promptitude with which Japan acts, and, 
if she had serious intentions of going to 
war with us, an army of 150,000 men 
could be landed in Australia almost be- 
for the first transports had left this 
country. The defensive power: of Aus- 
tralia could not stand against the miuli- 
tary ang naval resources .of Japan, and 
the British fleet would be too busy pro- 
tecting our interests in China and the 
Straits Settlements to render it undi- 
vided assistance. The dangers from ene- 
mies nearer home weuld prevent us from 
weakening our strength in these waters 
to such an extent as would enable us tc 
defeat the Japanese jin their own sphere, 
and the eventual resujt would be that we 
shoulq perforce comply with the demands 
of Japan. 

Japan and Other Countries. 

The Philippine islands are nearer still 
to Japan than Australia, in fact, they are 
so situated that Japan could pour troops 
into the country with the greatest ease, 
and overcome in a very short time what- 
ever resistance was offered by the Amer- 
ican garrison. In every town and vii- 
lage of the islands there are living dis- 
tinguished Japanese who take an impor- 
tant part-in the dissemination of politi- 
cal ideas among the natives. The Fill- 
pino does not care a rap for the things 
offered to him by the white man; all he 
wants is his independence, and Japan 
now stands to him as the future liberator 
of this country from the foreign yoke. 

Japan will be in a much -stronger po- 
sition in regard to other powers with 
interests in the Far East. Germany will 
find that with Japan the rote of honest 
broker has its drawbacks.

My Yellow Fever Ghost, 

My fears increased as I approached 
Panama City and were by no means al- 
layed by a conversation I had upon ar- 
riving at the American legation, which 
has formed my home for a part of 
my stay. 

Our minister to Panama, John W. Bar- 
rett, while he apparently has no fear of 
the fever himself, going everywhere and 
almost daily visiting the yellow fever 
wards of the hospitals, believeg in being 
careful and in trying to frighten every 
American with whom he comes in cton- 
tact into doling likewise. 

When I entered the legation I found 
him age solemn as the traditional ow] and 
as serious as one looking on the dying 
face of his best friend for the last time. 
He took me into his office and sat me 
down between him and a pot of Persian 
insect powder, which burned away, fill- 
ing the room with a not unpleasant but 
pungent smoke. I afterwards learned 
that this was to stupefy the mosquitoes 
or kil] them on the wink. 

Before I could ask him to what joss he 


was burning incense, he began about the 


fever, asking me if I were afraid of it. 


I replied that I was, but that he who was 
born to be hanged would never be drown- 
ed. and I doubted whether Yellow Jack 
was to be the cause of my taking off. 
“IT hope not,” said the minister; “and, 
indeed, I don’t want to alarm you; but 
a woman had the yellow fever in that 
building to the right, a man has just 
been taken to the hospital from the build- 
ing over there, and a third party is ailing 
below where we are sitting.” 

As he said this I felt my face growing 
yellow. The minister continued: 

“Still. the danger is not very great. It 
will only occur in case you are bitten by 
female stegomyia that has already fed 
upon a yellow fever patient. If its bloody 
jaws get into you, you are gone.” 

“A getegomyia,’’ said JI, inguiringiy, 
thinking of the panthers, tigers, painted 
rabbits, guanas and other dangeroys 
beasts of the isthmian jungles—"a 6--6- 
omyia! What is a stegomyia? I never 
heard of it.’’ 

“The stegomyia is the yellow fever mos- 
quito. It is almost one-third the size of 
the Jersey mosquito. It is black and 
white with zebra stripes upon its body 
and legs. If a female of that breed bites 
a yellow fever patient, its blood becomes 
inoculated with yellow fever bacteria, anc 
in case she then bites you, you will have 
the fever sure."’ 

The Virtues of Citronella. 

“But, by the way,’’ the minister con- 
tinued, “have you any citronella oil? 
The mosguito does not like the smell of 
that, and if you use it, it will keep her 
away.’’ 

“Yea, I thave some, Mr. Minister,” 
said I. 

“But have yeu rubbed it on you?’ 

“No, not yet.” 

“Well, you must attend to that at 
once.” And with that, Minister Barrett 
went with me to my room and aided me 
in my anointment. Said he: 

“You want a goog lot on the Ups o:

head, if you have one. Let us do it 
right now.”

The Mosquitoes of Panama, 

The chief diseases of Panama are, s0 
the doctors gay, all caused Dy mosqui- 
toes. ‘These diseases are yellow fever, 
malaria and elephantiasis. Each disease 
hag its own pecullar kind of mosquito 
and the female in every case does the 
work, 

I had a talk with Colonel W. C. Gor- 
gas, the chief sanitary officer here, about 
mosquitoes. 
Havana of yellow fever and who has 
been brought here to do the same for 
the isthmus. He tells me that there are 
about two hundred different. kinds of 
mosquitoes in the world, each having its 
own characteristics. None of the three 
I have mentioned is half ag large or 
ferocious as the Jersey mosquito, 
they are altogether mot one-tenth as 
nuumerous. Each has its own custonis 


in the daytime. It avoids bright light, 
and if a person’s hand is on the table 
it will try to crawl under the hand and 
bite there. It often breeds in rain bar. 
rels and does not like dirty water. 

The malarial mosquito is known ag the 
anophele. It is dark im color, with four 
golden spots near the outer margin of 
the wing. It bites during the day, but 
its chief feeding time is at night. It is 
an out-of-door mosquito, and ig found 
especially in and about the swamps. 

The elephantiasis mosquito is known as 
the culex fatigans. It bites night and 
day and is common in both town and 
country. This mosquito has a yellowish 
body with six silver bands on the abdo- 
men. Elephantiasis is caused by a blood 
worm, and when the mosquito bites a 
person so diseased she sucks into her

THREATENING TO SPREAD 


: Ravages Made by Cerebro Spinal Meningitis—--Scien- 
tists and Physicians Baffled by Mysterious 
Disease Which Threatens to Spread. 


MEDS $5200 


In Order to Secure Her- Re-: 


New York, Apri! 15.—(Srecial.)\—In the 
three months ending on the last day ox 
March 680 persons died in New York of 
cerebro spinal meningitis, the mysterious 
disease commonly known as ‘spotted 
fever.” While the exact number of 
eases is not known, the health authori- 
tles estimate that it was about doubie 
the number of deaths. In Philadelphia, 
In @ period of two months and a half 
fast winter, there were 25 deaths from 
a total] of 26 cases reported. The disease 
has continued its ravages in New York 
during the present month. “Spotted 
fever” {8 no respector of persons. One 
of the recent victims in this city was a 
prominent railroad president and the list

of life. 


Public attention has recently been called | 


to the fact that little is known about the 
Cause of “spotted fever’ by the ap- 
peintment In this city of a commission 
of seven physicians to study the scourge. 
In taking this action Dr. Darlington, the 
health commissioner, has made what ts 
Practically an official admission that tow 
Mttle is known of this danger for ef- 
fective measures to be adopted for check- 
ing its progress.

the past two years there have been in 
the babies’ and children’s wards of the 
hospital more than one hundred and fifty 
eases, and there have been at one time 
as Many as seven sufferers from the dis- 
ease. Despite this abundance in New 
York and the alarm which the epidemic 
bas created here. there are many prac- 
titioners of good standing and long ex- 
perience who have never seen a case of 
cerebro spinal meningitis.

The particular germ which’ 
is the root of this evil has been discov 
ered by an examination-under the mic- 
roscope of the spina! fluid of the patient.

Judge Lurton Fixes Bail in Appeal 
Case at $5,000—This Is in Ad- 
dition to the $47,000 Re- 
quired in the Other 
Cases. 


Cincinnati, April 18.—Mrs. Cassie lL. 
Chadwick, who thas been convicted and 
sentenced to prison fdr ten years on 
charges of procuring money by false pre- 
tenses, was today admitted to bail in the 
sum of $5,000 by United States circuit 
court Judge Luarton, after consultation 


with the other judges of this circuit. She 
is also under heavy bond on other cases 
and the $5,000 is additional and in no 
way affects the other cases. The bail is 
allowed pending appeal proceedings, 
which are to come up next October be- 
‘fore the United States circuit court of 
appeals. 

Judge Wing, counsel] for Mrs. Chadwick, 
said it was not certain whether ball 
could be secured nor could he say just 
how soon the papers in the appeal could 
be filed. District Attorney Sullivan was 
in court to look after the interests of the 
government when Judge Wing applied 
for bail and opposed the request that jt 
be fixed at $2,000, which was the 
amount desired by Mrs. Chadwick's at- 
torneys, After conferring with Judges 
Severins and Richards, Judge lLurton 
placed the bail at the figures stated. It 
may be deposited with the district court 
in Cleveland. /

Cleveland, Ohio, April 15.—J. P. Daw- 
ley, chief counsel for Mrs. Chadwick, 
Stated today that the $5,000 bond named 
by the circuit court of appeals at Cin- 
cinnati for the release of his client was 
in addflition to the $47,000 fixed here by 
the United States district court and the 
county crimina] court.

COTTON GROWERS, BE WAR.,ED IN TIME! - 

From the way the cotton wagons are rumbling to town, as ocular. evi- 
dence, and from the published port receipts, as statistical evidence, cotton 
is not being generally and rigidly held by the farmers for a minimum price 
of 10 cents, in accordance with the organized plan of the Southern Cotton 
Association. 

However loth friends of the necessary great holding movement may be 
to admit the fact, and however regrettable it may be to have to admit it, | 
the fact is obvious enough that cotton is leaving first hands at a lively rate 
for between 7 and 8 cents a pound. y 

This condition is regrettable. 

Comparative tables of port receipts of last year and this, covering the 
past six weeks, reveal a surprisingly active movement of cotton from the 
wa:e house to shipboard of late, recent daily receipts being from six to eight 
to one larger than the same time last year. 

The spinners, foreign and domestic, are buying quite heavily, and it is 
evident enough from the figures and from what one can witness daily in the 


This condition was not to have been exptcted, with the cdétton growers 
The possibility of 


the new crop was planted, and the planting of a greatly reduced acreage 
for the new crop. The farmer could not afford to allow a break in the pro- 
gramme, for the two things were each mutually dependent upon the other 
for success. 

If the break has really occurred in the holding part of the programme, 
confidence will be more or less shaken in the good faith of those who 
covenanted to stand together to keep their cotton off a low market, and 
the probability of the short planting part of the programme being carried 
out will be weakened. Indeed, the increased sale of fertilizer in a number 
of the cotton states, Georgia included, has already led to the confident 
prediction by bear influences that there will be no decreased acreage in cot- 
ton this spring. 

The Constitution, for its part, does not believe that anything like as 
much guano is going in cotton ground this spring as last, and we adhere to 
our belief expressed editorfally after the report of the large Georgia and 
Alabama tag sales appeared in print, that an unusually, heavy purchase of 
fertilizer is being made for corn and small grains, truck, canteloupes and 
watermelons, and, in short, for general crop diversification. ‘Cotton, we be- 
lieve, is being cut at least 20 per cent in Georgia, or will be. Taking the 
cotton belt as a whole, the same percentage of reduction will probably -ob- 
tain. | 

But the fact remains that fertilizer sales are a trifle heavier than last 
Spring, when the record crop in the south’s cotton history was pitched— 
and this fact, taken in conjunction with the fact that spot cotton is active at 
around 7 1-2 cents, is being used as an argument by the bears to ‘mean that 
the bottom has fallen out of the great holding and short planting mpvement 
so promisingly inaugurated at New Orleans last January.

ously and heeded most religiously. Mr. Sully says warningly: 

Do not let any rise in prices between now and the end of the planting season 
deter you from reducing your acreage. 


If the June reports of the government show that you have failed to make suffi- 
cient reduction, the only persons who would be gainers by the advance would be 
the speculators who sel] out their futures at a profit. 


The price of the cotton you produce will be regulated by the actual, not the 
expected, reduction in the crop. 


Now is the time to pitch the 1905 cotton crop on a safe and sane basis. 
Every cotton farmer is the architect of his own salvation, in this regard. It 
is every man’s fight for his own individual, selfish interest, rather than an | 
abstract matter of public interest and broadly for the common weal. The 
farmer who plants his usual quota of cotton is simply lighting a ring of wild- 
fire around his own home place. He is furnishing the speculators the club 
with which to beat him to financia] death.

Proposed Primary Changes. 

The interesting communication from 
Judge Alvan D. Freeman in reply to 
the recent interview of State Chair- 
man Yeomans may be taken as, in a 
sense, the last word-in the agitation 
for the change of the primary meth- 
ods in this state from the Georgia 
plan to what is known as the South 
Carolina plan. 

Judge Freeman, who with Hon. 
Pope Brown has advocated changing 
the primary system from the present 
one securing county representation, to 
the blanket plan which ignores coun- 
ty lines, makes it clear in the com- 
munication published today that it is 
beyond the province of the executive 
committee of the state to adopt any 
such change in preparing for the next 
state primary; that even if the com- 
mittee had the power to bring about 
sv radical a change, the members of 
that body could not be expected to 
assume so great responsibility with- 
out first having had the approval] of 
the people themselves; and that the 
question raised is one for the state 
convention, not the committee, to con- 
sider if it is to be considered at all. 

Judge Freeman is one of the strong- 
est and most earnest democrats in 
Georgia. He believes that eventually 
there should be a change to the 
South Carolina plan and gives the rea- 
sons for the faith that is in him. But

Discontent of the Russiam Peasantry. 

The significant feature of the in- 
ternal disturbances in Russia is that 
the moujiks, or peasants, are becom- 
ing aroused against the czar. In va- 
rious parts of the empire these lib- 
erated serfs and their descendants | 
are having their ignorant credulity 
piayed wpon by cunning revolutiona- 
ries along agrarian, rather than po- 
litical, lines. As the Grand Duke 
Viadimir said in his famous inter- 
view after the St. Petersburg massa- 
cre of workingmen, the peasant 
knows nothing about government. 
His slow intellect has no horfzon be- 
ycend the fields he tills with the 
primitive drugery of “The Man with 
the Hoe,” and the sole problem which 
ceneerns him is one of barest livell- 
hood. Instinctively, the Russian 
peasant is a socialist as regards the 
land, and his dream is the good time 
coming when there shall be a break- 
ing up of the vast estates and an al- 
lotment of small holdings among the 
poor rural toilers. 

The revolutionary agents who are 
working upon this socialistic instinct 
of the moujiks are leading them to 


hand. In some of the provinces the 
peasants have already been incited to 
forcibly attempt to take possession of 
their landlord’s broad acres and al- 
lot them among themselves, leaving 
him, however, an equal share. If a 
great revolution comes in Russia, it 
must come through the uprising of 
the peasantry, as the revolutionaries 
well understand. To effect this re- 
sult, the enemies of the autocracy are 
exerting every possible influence to 
increase the natural and chronic dis- 
content of the moujik. 

The present land status of the Rus- 
Sian peasant is not well understood 
outside of Russia. When the serfs 
were liberated at the beginning of our 
civil war, a small piece of land was 
allotted to each, for which he was 
bound to pay a money rent, or else 
give forty days’ labor in a year for 
the use of it. The allotments could 
also be redeemed by the payment of 
certain sums, somewhat on the sys- 
tem-of the Irish land act. However, 
the primary object of the Russian | 
government in giving the peasant this | 
measure of landed independence was 
to make him a profitable object of 
taxation, and so heavily is he taxc_. 


that it is a rare thing, indeed, for’him, 


to ever be able to buy his allotment. | 
Some of the allotments are so small 
that they cannot afford support to the 
usually large family of the peasant, 
and, in consequence, it is said that 
half the adult males leave home in 
search of labor. While the aristoc- 
recy own the great bulk of Russian 
land, the impoverished peasants bear 
nearly the whole burden ‘of taxation. 
Their arrears of taxes grew from 10 
per cent to 42 per cent between 1871 | 
and 1899, while during the same time | 
their yearly sowings decreased by 35 | 
per cént. 
The condition of the Russian peas- | 
ant has grown steadily worse in- | 
stead of better since the emancipa- | 
tion of the serfs, and periodically | 
there are great famines, the result of | 
crop failures. If such ‘a famine) 
should afflict a large number of the| 
peasantry this year, a grave political | 
crisis would confront the czar at 
home, for nothing wouJd more quickly 
drive the moujiks to open insurrec- 
tion during the present war ard the | 
acute unrest prevalent throughout | 
the empire. )

A Southern Roll of Honor. » 
Editor Constitution: It should be the 
highest aim of all thoughtful southern 
men to do everything in their power to 
get all.cotton producers in every cotton 
producing state and territory to make 

their farms self-sustaining. 

Self-sustaining means that no check 
will be drawn on cotton for anything that 
is consumed on the farm, by man vF 
beast, for food or clothing, but that these 
should be paid for by other procucr: 
raised on the farm; th@t no check, be 
drawn on cotton except to pay for the 
labor, pay debts already accumulated 
(if any) and to make investments. 

In this connection I would suggest that 
in addition to continuing to agitafe and 
urge the self-sustaining theory the papers 
of the state of Georgia and all other cot- 
producing states ‘and territories 
should advocate the creation of a roll of 
and that, if practicable, some 
provision should be made by which every 
cotton producer who makes or pays am 
everything consumed on his farm shal 
receive a premium of say $10. 

Some such provision if made by each 
cotton producing state and territory 
would stimulate rivalry among the far- 
mers to get on the rol] of honor. The 
state governments might make provisions 
for the roll of honor to be kept by the 
proper officials In each county and the 
roll of all counties be consolidated at 
the state capitols. 

The self-sustaining plan #f adopted by 
al] cotton producers will bless not only 
every cotton producer, but every person 
in the cotton producing states except the 
cotton speculator, and the people will re- 
ceive.fifty and a hundred fold increase 
for every dollar expended by the states 
and territories toward bringing about this 
much desired@end. I see no reason why 
some such plan.as I suggest might not 
be adopted by the state governments. 
Certainly nothing can~be of quite so great 
importance to the prosperity of the south- 
ern states as to educate .the farmers, 
small as well as large, to the, riecessity 
of this self-sustaining plan. :

Nioow, Monroe college is taking another 
tong step in advance. Upon the ecca- 
sion of my recent visit, Professor Jaci- 
son informed me that three liberal] and 
philanthropic citizens of south Georgia, 
have just given him $25,000; thut he 
expects from similar sources $25,000 
more this week; that in consequence of 
these gifts arrangements were in prog- 
ress for enlarging the present main 
academic building, and for erecting two 
new buildings—one to contain a gym- 
nasium and auditorium, and the other 
the library and science departments. He 
said also that Tift hall (one of the dor- 
mitories), would be enlarged 80 as to 
be made an exact counterpart of the 
new Upshaw dormitory. 

There are numerous schools for girls 
in Georgia, and they are al] doing most 
excellent .work, but I am sure that none 
excels the work done at Monroe college.

Democracy means the rule 
by the majority, a government by the 
people. It means the adoption of laws 
by the will of a majority of the people 
and the nomination and election of can- 
didates by a majc ity of the sovereigns 
as expressed by the ballot box. And 
the people, the whole people, whether 
they live in populous, cities or tne rural 
districts, can safely be trusteg in the 
premises. 

Can it be that the democrats of any 
county wish to have more power in vuhese 
matters than the numerical strength as 
compared with that of other counties 
would justify? 

This position means to go back to the 
court house and district caucuses and 


ngs. . 

Thirty years ago, Coweta county had 
twelve districts, and each district had 
the right to send to the county conven- 
tion ten delegates. 

The Newnan district had five hun- 
died voters and Senoia had three hun- 
dred. The Hurricane district had some 
fifty, and some others less than one hun- 
dred. I offered in one of our conven- 
tions a resolution to the effect that each 
digtrict should have a vote in the con- 
vention in proportion to numerical 
strength. 

The delegates from the small districts 
‘objected on the ground that that would 
take away from them their strength. 
This was admitted, while it was con- 
tended that it was fair and right, and 
democratic to the core. Will any one 
contend for a moment that it was right 
t» allow fifty voters as much power 
as 300 or 500, and for no other reason 
then that they live in a certain locality 
and within a territory of that county 
surrounded by imaginary lines? Are 
not all candidates for county offices and 
members of the legislature now nomi- 
muted by primaries without the aid of 
the delegate and county convention? The 
votes polled in the various precincts are 


candidate that would not deal fairly wi‘’h 
the rest of the-state and try to nominate 
him. In the first place the cities are 
jealous of each other, and they could 
not agree, and they would not attempt 
it and if they did the rest of the state 
would stand against that candidate and 
the cities would meet with defeat. 

No, that contention will not pass mus- 
ter, and when the fair-minded chairman 
of our executive committee has thorough- 
ly weighed the matter he doubtless will 
reach the same conclusion. 

Then, the six largest cities in Georgia

This appeal to our selfishness may lead 
some to contend for and endeavor to 
hola that which is unfair for a time, 
but that which is just and fair, even 
though it be in politics, will eventually 
succeed. Give the people time to weigh 
and discuss and they will sooner or lat- 
er come to see the truth and the right, 
and they will accept it, and 
that which gives them political power, if 
it be unfair to hold it. 

The masses bve truth and justice, and 
they will search for them, and, having 
found, will cleave unto them. Hence it 
is confidently expected that in the near 
future the party will adopt this proposed 
change. The resolution offered to the 
Coweta convention thirty years ago was 
voted down, for this selfish reason. But 
the seed of a reformation was then sow- 
ed and in the course of a few years 
they were led into the lHght, and they

FTER six months of suspension by 

the National Cycling Association I 

have been reinstated and ay once 
more able to meet all comers on the track 
and to keep the engagments that I made 
before I was ruled off after the six-day 
race. 

I am indeed glad that my suspension 
is at an end, not so much on account of 
the money I intend to make from my 
European engagements as on account of 
the mere pleasure of riding. 

Riding on a wheel you trust, following 
the best motor in the country, ‘and per- 
fectly confident in your own ability, there 
is nothing like a rattling good bicycle 
race to make a man do his best. 

In the last few years I have ridden in 
many a race and never yet when my mo- 
'tor was working right have I thought 
of the possibility of losing. 

I have lost very few races where acci- 
dents played no part. During my last 
trip to Europe and my numerous en- 
gagements on European tracks I won 
every race in which my motor worked as 
it should. 

There are many people who believe 

that my contract in Europe was broken 
when I was suspended. This was not so. 
The managers of the European tracks 
with whom I had engaged to ride during

Because he had assisted an officer in 
making an arrest, C. P. Haney, the son 
of W, 8S. Haney, of !!7 Astoria street, 
was assaulted ang brutally beaten last 
night about I! o’clock by a gang of 
negro toughs. He was knocked down 
with prass knucks and rocks and Jeft for 
dead in the street. 

Haney was on his way home, going 
out Edgewood avenue, when Special Of.

arresting a disorderly negro. The negro 
was placed under arrest and sent to the 
police barracks. Officer Poss left the 
place and Haney continued on his way 
home. 

He had walked only half a block on 
North Boulevard when three of four 
negroes met him. Without saying a 
word one of the negroes struck him a 
violent blow on the head with a rock. 

Was Stunned and Bleeding. 

Stunned and bleeding Haney staggered 
backwards. 

The other negroes leaped upon him, 
striking him in the face and on the 
head with brass ‘knucks and rocks, until 
he fell bleeding on the sidewalk. 

Doubtless thinking they had killed their 
man, the negroag fled. 

After lying on the sidewalk unconscious 
for several minutes, Haney arose .and 
made his way to the police barracks, 
where he told his story. 

There was a cut and bruises over his 
face and a gash on his head. He had 
bled profusely, and was so dazed that 
he could scarcely give a correct account 


Captain Moon heard the story, and de- 
tailed officers to make an investigation. 
Haney thinks he knows one of the ne- 
groes, and it is possible that the gang 
of outlaws will be caught.

Large parties of Americans 
reach Jerusalem every vear at 
time, and this year the tourist agencies 
say that the number of Americans who 
have gone tnere larger than ever.

Jefferson’s Letter to Carr. 

Thomas Jefferson, the “sage of .Monti- 
cello,’ ang third president of the United 
States, wrote Dr. Priestly, January 18, 
1800, *‘We wish to establish in the upper 
country and more centrally for the state, 
an university on a plan so broad and 
liberal as to be worth patronizing with 
the public gupport, and to be a tempta- 
tion to the youth of other states td come 
and drink of the cup of knowledge and 
fraternize with ws.’’ This is the first 
| reference to the project of establishing 
of a university in the upper country. 
January 12, 1803, the trustees of Alber- 
marle academy were appointed and in- 
corporated and their duties defined, They 
were authorized “to take and to receive 
subscriptions to the use and for the ben- 
This academy 
only existed on paper, but was an im- 
portant step in the foundation of the 
University of Virginia, and it was in 
connection with this academy that the 
most important paper foreshadowing the 
origin of the University of Virginia was 
written by Jefferson. This was his fa- 
mous ‘“‘Letter to Peter Carr,’’ president 
of the board of trustees of Albemarle 
academy, dated Monticello, September 7, 
i8i4. This says: 

“T have long entertained the hope that 
this, our native state, would take up 
the subject of education and make an 
establishment either with or without in- 
corporation into that of Wéliiam and 
Mary, where every branch of science, 
deemed useful at the present day, should 
be taught jin its highest degree. With 
this view, I have lost no occasion of 
making myself acquainted with the or- 
ganization of the best seminaries in 
other countries, and with the opinions 
of the most enlightened individuals on 
the subject of the sciences worthy of a 
place in such an institution. In order to 
prepare what I have promised our trus- 
tees I have latcly revised their several 

plans with attention, and am _ struck 
with the diversity of arrangement ob- 
in them—no two alike. Yet I 
have no doubt that these several ar- 
rangements have been the subject of 
mature reflection, by wise and learned

of that term. This was ninety-one years 
ago, and it was a scheme that was not 
then covered by any institution in ex- 
istence in ‘thig country, nor is it now, 
we except possibly Harvard university. 
This letter is in reality “the literary 
foundation of the Universit'y of Virginia.”’ 

Jefferton’s Hope Realized. 

The realization of Jefferson’s hope did 
not come about without a protracted 
struggle in the tegislative halls of the 
Old Dominion. The advocates of liberal 
education finally won, however, 
tral college, the successor 
academy, was chosen as the site of the 
University of Virginia, chartered in 1819. 
Each annual catalogue of the university 
bears the imprint of its seal, “A Mi- 
nerva enrobed in her peplum and char- 
acteristic habiliments, as inventress and 
protectress of the arts’’ along with the 
birth year—I819.

The great fire, occurring Sunday, Oc- 
tober 27, 1895, in the annex, destroyed 
that building and injured the rotunda, 
the heaviest loss being incurred in the 
destruction of the famous painting, Paul 
Balze’s copy of Raphael's “School of 
Athens,’’ the gift of the alumni and 
friends of the university in 1856.

Societies, 

The first debating and literary society, 
the Jefferson, was organized at the uni- 
versity July 14, 1825. in No. 7 Weat 
Lawn. The second, the Washington, 
was formed in 1834. Since then these 
societies thave always celebrated 
birthday annéiwersaries of (Washington 
and Jefferson. 
the societies occurred at the close of 
each session when an oration was deliver-

Since there was no divine 
authority for these things in the church 
vf Christ, human authority was intro- 
duced to support and sanction them. 
Thus, by degrees, the apostolic practices 
were corrupte@, and abansoned, and 
the apostolic authority gave way to the 
decrees of uninspired men. 

Now, denominations were created by 


fy the church, and restore its origjnal 
doctrines and practices; but the difficul- 
ty was that these reformers, having been 
reared and _educated in a corrupt church, 
were unable to see clearly enough to 
cost off all the error that‘ had crept in, 
and restore all the truth that had been 
lost. Their aim was to tha ughly puri- 
fy and restore the church, but their 
wcrk was incomplete. It was as though 
a number of chemists should undertake 
to purify water which had become im- 
pure by the introduction of iron and sul- 
phur and salt and sugar, and one man 
would get out the salt, but retain the 
iron and sulphur and sugar, and another 
would extract the sulphur, but refain the 
iron and sugar and salt, and soon. The 
reformers could not agree upon just 
what was to be abandoned, and just 
what was to be added to thoroughly re- 
form the church; consequently, they pro-

THE NEW GRACE CHURCH, 
Through the courtesy of Mr. A. C. 

Bruce, who obtained the plans for 
the new Grace Methodist church 
building, of this city, we are en- 
abled to present these plans in full 
detail. 

The plans were made by Mr. 
George W. Kramer, the famous 
church architect, of New York 
city, who is now engaged on the 
plans for twenty-five Methodist 
churches throughout the country. 
try. 

The building will be superintend- 
ed by Mr. A. C. Bruce, who repre- 
sents Mr. Kramer on the work. 

It will be 78 feet fronting on the 
Boulevard, 116 feet long on High- 
land avenue, exclusive of the steps. 

Auditorium seating -500°on the 
first floor, galleries 250, with the 
Sunday school room opening into 
the auditorium. Bowled floor, am- 
phitheatrical seating in main audi- 
torium. 

The main features will be a cen- 
tral dome, 45 feet in diameter, oc- 
tagonal supported on eight arches, 
resting on four columns and 
trusses. 

The gallery finfshing, with a 
series of balconies between the col- 
umns. One of the arches will be en- 
circled with wide chancel arch, 
filled by the large organ. On one 
side of the organ will be the great 
sliding doors connecting with the 
Sunday schoo] department. On the 
right side of the organ is the 
chorus choir for fifty voices, when 
so desired. 

The idea of the interior finishes 
will be In old ivory and gold. The 
gallery fronts, chancel! arch, capi- 
tals to be artistically modeled in 
enriched carving. : 

The style of architecture is mod- 
ernized Italian renaissance. Hand- 
some stained glass harmonizing 
with the interior decorative treat- 
ment. 

The octagonal! dome wil) be hand- 
somely lighted by circuit of stained 
glass windows of rich design. 

The octagonal dome will be elec- 
trically lighted by a series of hid-— 
den lights, giving a soft even light 
to the interior. The rostrum, lIo- 
cated so that when the pastor 
stands at this desk on the diagonal] 
axis of the room, he is in perfect 
view. of the entire audience and 
galleries, but when the great doors 
are opened the desk is moved a few 
feet, he is then central of the 
combined avdience: that can he 
«een and heard from every portion 
of the honse; even from the kinder- 
garten department, so that 1.200 
people can see and hear him with 
ease, 

The basement will be fitted with 
social hall, parlor, kitchen. toijlets, 
pantry, etc., so as f6 accommodate 
every department of church work.
